But how bewildering to the ordinary citizen seems the 
logic of their countrymen who had trained this lad to 
kill Japs, and who had themselves killed untold thous- 
ands of Japanese citizens in the atom bombing of two 
cities.

no sense in is war for in war peaceable people are 
brought to consider it a virtue to do things which have 
always been held up to them as crimes. 


"The sooner people everywhere come to realize that

better. And most important is the realization that war 
is the one thing in human history that makes no sense/' 


REMEMBER THE POSTMAN 


If a man had to move five tons of goods in five weeks 


and had a pack mule to do the moving, he wouldn't 
spread the first ton's load over four weeks and make 
the poor beast haul four tons in the last week. But that 
is about the way we Americans treat our postmen from, 
around this time of year until the night before Christ- 
mas.

A Bit About Bookplates 


Peironal bookplates have been used by some 


of the greatest of men. Among those well 
known to all of us were George Washington, 
Charles Dickens, WiHiam Perm and Paul 
Revere. These earlier plates were usually the 
design of the family crest, and the very 
earliest known was that of Hans Igler—Circa 
1450 
Bookplates show a great deal of the 
character of their owners and would, there- 
fore, seem a very appropriate adornment for 
the fly-leaf of their books. In the current art 
exhibit at the Warren Public Library, there 
are some excellent examples of such plates 
done by various students tn the art classes at Warren High 
School. A few of the outstanding ones in the exhibit are. Ann 
Jackson's colonial bookplate; Richard Kauffman's plate, having
